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SUBJECT:    Report  from  the  States.  Information  from  Victory  Garden  Headquarters 
in  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 


Whether  your  garden  plot  is  plowed  yet  or  not,  I  think  you'll  he 
interested  in  this. 

The  Victory  Garden  Headquarters  in  the  U.  S    Department  of  Agriculture 
has  been  getting  reports  from  early  garden  states  on  their  prospects.  Without 
fail,  the  garden  goals  in  those  states  are  at  least  as  large  as  they  were  last 
year.    In  many  of  the  states,  the  goals  are  larger. 

California,  for  example,  had  three  quarters  of  a  million  gardens  last 
year  but  the  goal  there  calls  for  a  full  million  gardens  this  year. 

While  Arkansas  farm  population  has  decreased  in  the  past  year,  the 
Victory  Garden  Committee  in  that  state  expects  one  thousand  more  farm  gardens 
They  look  for  10  thousand  more  town  and  city  gardens  too . 

The  K-R  garden  goal  in  Georgia  has  been  upped  15  percent  over  last  year. 

North  Carolina,  Alabama,  Kentucky  and  Oregon  report  greater  and  more 
widespread  interest  and  activity  in  gardens  so  far  this  year. 

All  in  all,  it  looks  now  like  this  will  be  a  banner  year  for  gardens. 
And  that's  good.    Because  food  is  just  as  necessary  as  guns,  tanks,  and  planes. 
We  must  keep  up  its  production  as  long  as  the  war  lasts .    And  to  meet  the  goals 
for  gardens  this  year,  we  are  going  to  have  to  do  our  best.    That  means  we'd 
better  have  our  plots  plowed  or  spaded  and  ready  to  use  as  soon  as  the  weather 
will  let  us.  I  I 
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
